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ABSTRACT 



This Kids Count report details statewide trends in the 
well-being of North Dakota's children. The statistical portrait is based on 
indicators of children's well-being in seven areas: (1) population; (2) 

family composition; (3) economic condition; (4) child care; (5) child health; 
(6) education; and (7) children at risk. The report begins with an overview 
of the data's organization, criteria for data selection, data presentation, 
and data limitations. Section 2 presents statewide data, including multi-year 
trend data as available. Section 3 presents state and regional data for eight 
geographical regions of the state, followed by profiles for each of the 
state's 53 counties, including multi-year trend data. The final section 
provides indicator definitions and information on data sources and summarizes 
North Dakota Kids Count! project activities over the past 6 years. Important 
findings from the report include increases in foster care placements, number 
of low birth weight infants, number of mothers receiving inadequate prenatal 
care, number of children participating in Medicaid, infant mortality rates, 
special education enrollment, number of seriously emotionally disturbed 
children, number of child abuse and neglect reports, juvenile arrests for 
liquor law violations, and out-of-wedlock births to teens. Declines are noted 
in the number of children eligible for economic assistance programs, the 
number of licensed child care providers, and school enrollments. (KB) 
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KIDS COUNT is a project of the Annie E. Casey Foundation, which seeks to track 
the status of children across the United States and within individual states. The 
national KIDS COUNT program publishes an annual KIDS COUNT Data Book, 
ranking state performance on ten indicators of educational, social, economic, and 
physical well-being of children. State KIDS COUNT programs publish yearly 
reports detailing child well-being in local communities where children live. Both 
national and state KIDS COUNT programs strive to document conditions affecting 
children in the areas where they live so that national, state, and local decision-making 
can more effectively address their needs. 

The North Dakota KIDS COUNT! project is one of fifty state projects sponsored 
by the Annie E. Casey Foundation. It is housed in the University of North Dakota 
Department of Social Work, and is a collaboration of partners sharing responsibility 
for data collection, education, and public awareness activities. The 1999/2000 North 
Dakota KIDS COUNT! Fact Book is the sixth Fact Book published by the North 
Dakota KIDS COUNT! project. As with previous Fact Books, this year's edition 
has been designed to measure child well-being through seven categories of indicators 
reflecting critical issues for children from prenatal through adolescent stages of 
development. This year's Fact Book marks an important and much anticipated 
turning point for the North Dakota KIDS COUNT! project. Having collected 
uniform data about the well-being of North Dakota children over the past six years, 
this sixth publication offers the opportunity to identify the changes occurring for 
children over those years. The front narrative sections have been designed to reflect 
the differences evident in indicators over the past six years for the state as a whole, 
and suggest important insights about the future of North Dakota children based on 
this longer view. This approach offers perspective and early warning about potential 
areas of concern, giving local and regional audiences a place to start in considering 
how children in these smaller areas have been affected by state trends. There is 
evidence that challenges do not affect North Dakota children equally. However, it is 
extremely important for local and regional audiences to carefully weigh evidence of 
unmet needs in respective areas so that their children can benefit from early attention 
to the issues which pose the biggest threat to their healthy growth and development. 

North Dakota KIDS COUNT! is in its sixth year as a state KIDS COUNT project. 
During the past year, the project has continued partnerships with the Annie E. Casey 
Foundation, the state Children's Services Coordinating Committee, and the Dakota 
Medical Foundation. All of these organizations share a commitment to improving the 
lives of North Dakota children by promoting their health and well-being through a 
variety of activities. The support of these organizations is greatly appreciated, as 
are their respective efforts on behalf of North Dakota children. 
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The 1999/2000 North Dakota KIDS 
COUNT! Fact Book has been designed 
to offer child well-being data on 
county, regional, and state levels in a 
variety of formats. Our hope is to 
accommodate the many uses Fact 
Book readers have indicated are impor- 
tant to their respective applications of 
North Dakota child well-being data. 
The 1999/2000 Fact Book is divided 
into four main sections; Overview, 

Data Pages, Definitions and Data 
Sources, and a Summary section. The 
Overview section in this year’s book 
contains a summary of state trend data 
over the past five years. "Where Have 
We Been?" segments reflect change 
over time for indicators which can be 
uniforaily compared. As a complement 
to this discussion, "Where Are We 
Headed?" segments suggest future 
implications of trend data for North 
Dakota children. Data pages are di- 
vided into two components, including 
background indicators in which the 
most recent available information is 
provided for respective indicators, 
grouped into seven categories of child 
well-being. Trend data detail eleven 
indicators including three years of data 
for significant aspects of child well- 
being on state, regional, and county 
pages. Note that on the data pages, 

NA means "not applicable," while NR 
means "not reported." Definitions and 
Data Sources supply complete expla- 
nations about indicator definitions, 
along with information sources for 
respective data. Finally, the Summary 
section reviews North Dakota KIDS 
COUNTI’s contributions to child well- 
being, along with perspectives about 
future work on behalf of North Dakota 
children. Data contained in the 1999/ 
2000 North Dakota KIDS COUNT! 
Fact Book include Native American 
children living off reservations in all 
sections. Native American children 
living on reservations are included in 
Head Start data, Census data, Vital 
Statistics, child care, and all education 
data, except special education data. 

All data referenced in this publication 
were collected by North Dakota KIDS 
COUNT! unless otherwise indicated. 
Cited data contributors are the final 
authority for all indicators. 
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For the most part, data have been selected which best portray outcomes related to 
child well-being, rather than programmatic data reflecting only those children in a 
particular service population. Programmatic data have been used when they are the 
best or only available measure of children affected by a particular condition, such 
as children who are in respective special education categories. In these instances, 
caution must be exercised in assessing the actual number of children whose lives 
may be touched by a given situation, due to variations in the application of referral 
criteria. Overall, indicators have been chosen on the basis of their availability by 
county; the validity of data sources; the ability to convey a broad array of child 
outcomes; the extent to which they provide for common interpretation; the possibil- 
ity of their being available over time; and their usefulness as a tool to track long- 
term trends in child outcomes. 





The general format of the 1999/2000 North Dakota KIDS COUNT! Fact Book is 
similar to previous Fact Books. Background indicators report the most recent data 
available for each category of child well-being. Trend indicators have been chosen 
to reflect important elements of child well-being, for which multiple years of data 
provide a meaningful lens. Taken together, background and trend indicators create a 
’’profile'* of child well-being for counties, regions, and the state. Readers are urged 
to refer to the "Definitions and Data Sources" section of the Fact Book for a 
complete explanation of data collection methodology for each indicator. Note the 
following changes in indicators and/or data collection methodology for the 1999/ 
2000 North Dakota KIDS COUNT! Fact Book: "Total Population" has new age 
breakdowns in order to facilitate more targeted planning for children according to 
age. "Child Care" indicators have been separated from the "Child Safety" section 
and are now grouped together in their own category. A new data collection formula 
has been devised by Head Start directors for use in reporting Head Start enrollment 
for 2000. The new formula more uniformly captures the number of eligible children 
across Head Start programs and the percentage of those children enrolled. The 
Head Start data in this year's Fact Book are not comparable to Head Start data 
reported in previous Fact Books. "Children Impacted by Domestic Violence" has 
been changed to an annual total, as opposed to the previously reported nine month 
total. "Child Safety" indicators have been grouped with "Teens At Risk" indicators 
into a new section called "Children At Risk." 




Perhaps the most significant limitation encountered in striving to report indicators 
by county is the fact that some data are simply not available by county. For ex- 
ample, neither immunization statistics nor the number of uninsured children is 
available for counties. An additional challenge is the fact that Census data, al- 
though seven years old, are the most reliable data source for some North Dakota 
demographic data. More updated data sources for demographic information are 
typically based on averages which can be more difficult to interpret for counties 
with very small populations. There are also data sources, such as the yearly Youth 
Risk Behavior Survey, that cannot be reported by county because survey results 
were weighted to represent only those students who actually completed the survey, 
rather than all students by location. The importance of access to county-level child 
well-being data cannot be overstated as a tool for local decision-makers in identity- 
ig and acting on key areas of concern for their children. 
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Having six years of North Dakota KIDS 
COUNT! data - detailing how life has 
changed for North Dakota children in a 
longer view - offers a unique opportu- 
nity to stand back and consider the past, 
as well as the future, for North Dakota 
children. North Dakota ICIDS COUNT! 
has begun to work with other rural 
states in the interest of thinking about 
how well the information currently 
available to us reflects the circumstances 
affecting children who are growing up 
in rural areas. Just as children and their 
families who live in densely populated 
urban areas face a cluster of circum- 
stances unique to their location, so, too, 
do rural children. What has become 
increasingly clear is that the well-being 
of children is intimately connected to 
the capacity of their families to access 
necessary resources in the communities 
where they live. This is true for 
children and families everywhere. The 
children and families who are most 
challenged are those who live in 
communities where they are isolated 
from the connections they need to 
support their families. Unfortunately, 
there are urban and rural communities 
across the United States where families 
and children struggle because they have 
been severed from employment 
opportunities and stripped of social 
networks, as well as the institutions - 
like churches and schools - that could 
help them thrive. 

North Dakota KIDS COUNT! is 
committed to continuing to work with 
other similar states in learning how to 
better identify the challenges that 
impact children and families in rural 
areas. We will continue to consider 
new ways to look at current indicators 
of child well-being as evidence of 
missing connections for children and 
their families in the communities where 
they live. While the effects of frag- 
mented connections to basic support 
systems similarly affect the well-being 
of children and their families in urban 
and mral areas alike, we hope to 
identify the resources most needed by 
our most disconnected rural families. 
Through this process, we can begin to ' 
think about how to rebuild networks 
that can connect families and children 
to needed supports in North Dakota and* 
other rural states.

Since 1982, the birth rate in North Dakota has consistently declined. This factor, 
along with outmigration of young adults, has caused a shrinking youth popula- 
tion across the state. Several trends have influenced North Dakota 's declining 
birth rate over the past decade: the Baby Boom generation (those born between 
1946 and 1964) is now past its childbearing potential; Baby Boom echo children 
(those born during the early 1990s) are approaching high school; and the state 
lost some 30, 000 residents to outmigration between 1990 and 1998. Paralleling 
other upper Midwest states. North Dakota has experienced the most dramatic 
population losses in rural counties, reflected in the fact that thirty of the state's 
fifty-three counties have fewer than five thousand people. Population growth 
areas in North Dakota have been centered in the larger urban centers and on 
reservations. The trend toward greater racial diversity in the composition of 
North Dakota 's population has continued, with ten percent of the youth popula- 
tion belonging to minority groups. 
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® In a six-state region of the rural Great Plains, the diversification of 
economies is evident. Some 80% of residents in these counties have non- 
agricultural employment, signaling the importance of employment 
opportunities for rural families (Funk and Bailey, 1 999). 

• As residents leave rural counties, there are greater strains on financing 
public infrastructure, maintaining school enrollments, generating rural 
employment opportunities, and providing affordable health care for rural 
residents. These rural issues deserve the attention of everyone in the state 
because the need for resources by rural counties affects the distribution of 
resources to all counties (Pulver, 1998). 

" Primary school enrollment figures reflect birth rate declines which could 
erode school district populations. Creative economic development 
activities can attract young families and help to stabilize school district 
funding bases. 

» The declining youth population could also negatively affect the enrollment 
of traditional-age students in higher education over time. Greater emphasis 
on lifelong learning (attracting non-traditional students), along with 
innovative recruitment and retention practices, could help attract students 
to North Dakota's higher education facilities. 

• With the need for qualified entry-level and higher-level labor force 
candidates across the state, successful partnerships between educational 
resources and the business community become vital links to economic 
growth.

Over the past decade, the traditional American family has continued its 
transition from a one breadwinner, one homemaker paradigm to other 
models with more women entering the labor force and more families headed 
by single parents. In North Dakota, the proportion of single parent families 
has increased during the past decade, reaching nineteen percent in 1996. 
Despite this increase. North Dakota remains the second lowest in the nation 
on this measure, behind Utah. Single parent status is not an indication of 
family quality, but one way to think about the needs of children whose 
parents may have fewer resources. Labor force participation for North 
Dakota women has also increased over the past decade - from 59.9% in 
1991 to 67% in 1997 - with similar patterns of increase for working mothers, 
as well. The prevalence of working mothers with pre-school age children in 
North Dakota exceeds national averages and signals the need for child care 
options among this group.

Despite decreasing numbers of children under nineteen years of age, foster 
care placements have increased consistently from 1,441 in 1993 to 1,728 in 
1998 - a twenty percent increase. Family home placements have increased 
fifteen percent - from 977 in 1993 to 1,121 in 1998 - while residential 
placements have increased forty-four percent - from 421 to 607 over the 
same time period. 
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• with increases in the numbers of single parents raising families as sole 
breadwinners, the availability of family supports - such as child care 
subsidization; WIC and school meal programs; income assistance 
through alimony, child support, and the Earned Income Tax Credit; and 
state Medicaid/SCHIP health insurance programs - is more important to 
ensuring child well-being. 

0 Recent efforts to ensure that children do not remain in foster care 
indefinitely have resulted in a dramatic rise in children placed for 
adoption. Estimates indicate that North Dakota adoptions increased 
68%, from 47 in 1995 to 79 in 1998. This trend can be expected to 
continue placing emphasis on permanent placements for foster children 
at an earlier point (Vobejda, 1999). 

• Child support payments are a vital source of support to many children 
being reared in single breadwinner families. North Dakota has seen a 
24% increase in child support cases - from 37,357 in 1995 to 46,006 
cases in 1997 - with a 25.7% increase in cases receiving no payments 
over the same time period. Family self-sufficiency can improve 
dramatically when absent parents share financial responsibility (Child 
Support Enforcement, 1997 and 1999).

• Between 1991 and 1995, the share of single parent families in North 
Dakota headed by fathers averaged 20.3%. Strategies designed to engage 
fathers - whether they live with or apart from their children - in the 
emotional and economic support of their children have produced positive 
results both for the children and the fathers (Knitzer, Bernard, et.al., 
1997).

It is estimated that in 1995, 15.9% of North Dakota children - one in six - 
were living in poverty. Another 13% live in near-poor families. This 
percentage has not changed dramatically over the past decade, reflecting 
in part a fairly positive economic climate in the state. Economic prosperity 
is not equally shared across counties, as evidenced in the challenges faced 
by many families in rural communities. This is reflected in the wide 
variability among key economic indicators within counties. Both the 
number and percentage of children eligible for services from Temporary 
Assistance for Needy Families/Medicaid, Free/Reduced-Price School 
Lunches, and Food Stamps have declined over the past five years for North 
Dakota as a whole. This would indicate a positive picture, if there were not 
such dramatic differences among counties, as illustrated by eligibility for 
free/reduced-price school lunches on the below map. 



The decreasing number of eligible recipients of Temporary Assistance for 
Needy Families does not necessarily mean that children are no longer 
eligible for other forms of assistance which may provide important sup- 
ports. However, there is widespread concern across the United States that 
families are not applying for other forms of assistance because they fear 
they are not eligible, and in some cases, choose not to apply. There is 
special concern that children and families are unnecessarily "falling 
through the cracks" and missing opportunities to receive food stamps, 
Medicaid, and other services. 



PERCENTAGE OF STUDENTS ELIGIBIE FOR FREE/REDUCED-PRICE SCHOOL LUNCH: 
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» A recent study focused on the rural Great Plains (including North 
Dakota) finds that rural counties in these states face unique economic 
challenges, preventing these areas from thriving in a prospering national 
economy. Evidence suggests that the poverty rate in rural farm counties 
is 60% greater than in metro areas, and child poverty is 50% greater. 
These areas would greatly benefit from policies designed specifically for 
agriculturally-based communities (Funk and Bailey, 1999). 

» Locating employment opportunities in higher level jobs appears to be a 
bigger challenge for low-income North Dakota families than obtaining 
the training necessary to quality for them. A 1 998 study of low-income 
North Dakota finds that over 77% have workers with a high school 
degree; nearly one-third have attended college; and 11% have earned a 
college degree ("Low-Income Needs," 1998). 

» Utilization of the Food Stamp Program by former welfare recipients in 
North Dakota and across the United States has decreased markedly since 
1997. A recent survey finds that innovative approaches to helping these 
mostly working poor families access the program may be required to 
provide these families with the benefits for which many of them are 
eligible (Zedlewski and Brauner, 1999). 

» North Dakota ranks second highest in the nation for the rate of multiple 
job holders. This reflects a number of factors, including the need for 
supplemental income, because of low wages relative to the types of 
employment available. Economic development strategies targeted to 
families will be most helpful when they are tailored to address family 
income and benefit needs ("Multiple Jobholders," 2000).

The number of licensed child care providers has decreased slightly - from 
2,096 in 1995 to 2,062 in 1999. Capacity - or the number of children for 
whom licensed care is available - increased from 28,847 in 1995 to 32,137 
in 1999, indicating a move toward child care providers or facilities with the 
capacity to care for larger numbers of children. At current levels, licensed 
child care is available for about one-fourth of the children under age 
fourteen who potentially need care. 

Standard Compliance Certification/Registered providers decreased twenty- 
seven percent -from 1,697 in 1995 to 1,233 in 1999. There was a similar 
decrease in the capacity of Standard Compliance Certification/Registered 
providers -from 8,339 in 1995 to 6,475 in 1999. 

Child care capacity for the state as a whole has remained fairly stable over 
the past five years. However, in looking at the availability of child care 
across counties compared to the total number of children under the age of 
six, access to licensed care varies considerably (as illustrated in the below 
map). This inconsistency in access to quality care is of special concern 
because some seventy percent of North Dakota mothers with children under 
age six are in the labor force. Child care resources for these young children 
are especially challenging because uniquely different developmental stages 
fivm infancy through early primary grades require different types of care 
arrangements. 
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“ A child's earliest learning experiences - particularly in the first three 
years of life - are critical to early brain development affecting later 
developmental outcomes and the ability to learn. Research shows that 
high quality child care positively influences development in language, 
social skills, relationships with teachers, and self-perception (Adams and 
Schulman, 1998). 

» The interwoven issues involved in financing child care include the 
quality of services for children; affordability for parents; and 
compensation for child care professionals. The most widely supported 
child care financing approach is cost sharing among families, employers, 
and the public sector (Mitchell, et.al., 1997). 

“ The Child Care Development Fund is a federal-state program which 
enables states to subsidize child care expenses of low and moderate 
income families. Only 15% of US. children eligible and 1 1% of North 
Dakota's 38,000 eligible children were served by this program in 1998. 
Maximizing efforts to reach families with this program could benefit 
children with the most limited access to high quality care ("Access to 
Child Care," 1999). 

° Studies show that quality before and after-school care can expand 
educational benefits for young and older children, assuming that 
programs are tailored to positively affect their social, emotional, and 
cognitive developmental needs. Children left unsupervised after school 
are at greater risk for problem behaviors, while constructive activities 
can keep children out of trouble (Brimhall, et.al, 1999; Adams and 
Schulman, 1998). 
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• The number of low birth 



weight infants bom in North 
Dakota has increased 14% 
between 1993 and 1998. 

“ The number of mothers 
receiving inadequate prenatal 
care has risen 10% between 
1994 and 1998. 
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The number of low birth weight infants born in North Dakota has increased 
fourteen percent between 1993 and 1998 -from 453 births in 1993 to 517 in 
1998. Nonetheless, the state enjoys one of the lowest rates in the United States. 
The number of mothers receiving inadequate prenatal care has fluctuated over 
the five-year period from 1994 to 1998 - rising from 347 to 382. This fluctua- 
tion may be a factor in the incidence of low weight birth infants. Infant deaths 
increased Jrom 62 in 1994 to 68 in 1998, and child deaths decreased from 80 in 
1994 to 73 in 1998. 



• There are 30,000 uninsured 
children in North Dakota, if 
children eligible for care under 
Indian Health Service are 
included. 



Participation in the Women, Infants, and Children Program (WIC) has re- 
mained relatively stable over the past five years, despite changes in other 
programs available to low-income families. There may be more families who 
would benefit from WlC’s nutritional support than the number accessing the 
service. 



• The number of children 
participating in the Medicaid 
program has increased 19% 
between 1995 and 1998. 

° Infant deaths increased from 
62 in 1994 to 68 in 1998, 
while child deaths decreased 
from 80 in 1994 to 73 in 1998 



The number of uninsured children with working parents who are poor and 
near-poor is 12,000. There are 21,000 total uninsured children in North 
Dakota: this number increases to 30,000 if the children eligible for care under 
Indian Health Service are included. The rate of participation in the Medicaid 
program has increased from 8.9% in 1995 to 10.8% in 1998, reflecting the 
rising need for health insurance among low-income families. 

In 1 997 , eighty-two percent of North Dakota 2-year-olds were immunized, 
leaving eighteen percent unprotected against preventable infectious diseases of 
childhood. There is little evidence of progress in the state since 1994, when 
eighty-one percent of children were immunized.

» Medicaid-eligible children who are uninsured are put at risk and further tax 
the health care system. Their parents are more likely to postpone health 
care, seek medical care even when they cannot afford it, and fail to fill 
prescriptions due to inadequate resources. Medicaid and State Children's 
Health Insurance Program (SCHIP) enrollment activities offer the best 
opportunity to identify eligible children and make health insurance 
programs more accessible to their families (Perry, et.al., 2000). 

• Parents' wage levels affect their ability to access health benefits for their 
families - lower wage workers are much less likely to have employer- 
sponsored health coverage. A related problem for North Dakota farm 
families is their inability to pay health care costs required by policies with 
high deductibles. It is important to tailor health care resources to the 
unique needs of families with different circumstances ("Losing Health 
Insurance," 1999). 

» The total number of children who are uninsured periodically throughout 
the year exceeds those who are uninsured for the entire year. These 
findings by the Survey of Income and Program Participation underscore 
the need for retaining children in Medicaid and SCHIP, as well as targeting 
outreach activities to enroll eligible children (Czajka, 1999). 

° Measures such as infant and child mortality rates have improved over the 
past decade and can be expected to improve with continued diligence. 
However, new health risks among children are cause for concern, including 
asthma, obesity, early sexual activity, and alcohol/drug use. Addressing 
the causes of these risk factors will yield the most effective long-term 
improvements, and will require access to medical resources for affected 
children (Brown, et.al, 2000).

As of January 2000, 2,513 or 
70% of eligible 3-4 year old 
children were enrolled in 
North Dakota Head Start pro- 
grams. 

22 of North Dakota's 53 coun- 
ties recorded ACT scores at or 
above national levels during 
the 1998-99 school year. 
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The average number of children attending North Dakota schools began to 
significantly decline in 1996, and this trend has continued to the present. 
Average daily membership in public schools has declined from 119,954 during 
the 1992-1993 academic year to 115, 744 for the 1998-1999 academic year - a 
loss of over 4, 000 students. Falling birth rates and outmigration over the past 
decade have impacted this trend, which is expected to continue indefinitely. As 
the number of school children has decreased, the average cost of educating each 
pupil has increased -from $4, 185. 78 during the 1992-1993 academic year to 
$4,548.22 for the 1998-1999 school year. 

Special education enrollments for children in all age groups have increased nine 
percent over the past six years. Children with specific learning disabilities 
represent the largest percentage of special education students (41. 73%), 
followed by speech impaired (32%), educable mentally handicapped (7.2%), and 
severely emotionally disturbed (6. 7%). While children in educable mentally 
handicapped and specific learning disabilities categories decreased slightly 
between the 1992-1993 and 1998-1999 schools years, children with speech 
impairments increased about six percent. The most notable increase occurred in 
the number of children who are severely emotionally disturbed - from 561 in 
1993 to 903 in 1998 - a sixty-one percent increase. Rising numbers of children 
with emotional problems signals concern about family and environmental 
stressors for greater numbers of North Dakota students. 

The average American College Test (ACT) score for North Dakota students 
during the 1998-1999 school year was 20.8, compared to a national rate of 
21.0. Twenty-two of North Dakota 's fifty-three counties were at or above the 
national average. 
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® A 12% decline in North Dakota school enrollments is expected during 
the next five years. At present, nearly two-thirds of school districts in the 
state are in rural areas and have enrollments between one and 260 
children. Nearly 70% of all North Dakota schools have fewer than 200 
students. Technology will become an increasingly important tool in 
seeking ways to ensure that the needs of children across the state are met. 

° Without successful intervention, declining enrollments and outmigration 
point to future North Dakota labor shortages. Creative strategies 
designed to bring business and schools closer together can give students 
real-life job skills and offer incentives to assume positions for which they 
have been trained. Retaining more of North Dakota's qualified graduates 
may help to reverse current population declines. 

° Research confirms that children with serious emotional disturbance have 
the highest percentage of dropping out of school than any group of 
children with special needs (48%). The likelihood of those same youth 
being arrested within five years of leaving school is as high as 73%. 
However, children with special needs who successfully develop solid 
peer relationships usually have positive social and academic school 
experiences (De Carolis, 1999). 

• Early brain development is critical in setting the stage for successful later 
development in young children. Negative experiences - such as infants 
whose cries of distress go unanswered by well-intentioned parents - can 
limit bonding with parents and, later, their ability to trust others. New 
programs such as Early Head Start, Healthy Start, and other home 
visiting programs are designed to reach parents at the earliest point in 
their relationships with their babies (Karr-Morse and Wiley, 1997).

The number of children who were victims of child abuse or neglect increased 
9.2% between 1996 and 1998. The total number of child abuse and neglect 
reports dropped about four percent between 1996 and 1997, but increased 
almost three percent between 1997 and 1998. The number of cases where 
services were required increased twenty-five percent between 1996 and 
1998. Sixteen counties have rates of twenty percent or higher where services 
are required, pointing to more children whose family situations put them at 
higher risk. 

The number of juveniles referred to Juvenile Court increased from 6,850 in 
1996 to 6,931 in 1998, with the percentage of youth referred increasing 
slightly, as well. There were 1 1 ,309 Juvenile Court referrals during 1998, 
with unruly behavior the leading cause for referral, involving 4,362 inci- 
dents. Current national data reveal that North Dakota youth arrested for 
property crimes outpace national averages. 

Juvenile arrests for liquor law violations have increased twenty-six percent 
between 1995 and 1998. Thirty of the forty-eight counties reporting these 
data had arrest rates of 10. 5%> or higher, and eleven of these counties had 
rates of 31% or higher (see below map). 

Out-of-wedlock births to teens ages 12-19 have increased about five percent 
between 1994 and 1998, comprising 8.1% of all births in 1998, compared to 
7.2%o in 1994. 
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» Children who grow up abused and neglected are at high risk for becom- 
ing violent adults. Promising research reveals that acting before abuse or 
neglect takes place can produce positive long-term results for at-risk 
children. Home visiting programs providing parent support and education 
have significantly improved outcomes for children being raised in high 
risk families ("Police Leaders Call for Investment," 2000). 

• A recent study by Public Agenda finds that youth generally report warm 
relationships with their parents and other adults. However, the vast 
majority (75%) do not belong to clubs or organizations outside school, 
and 74% report getting together with fnends without anything specific to 
do ("Kids These Days," 1999). These results point to the importance high 
quality youth development programs can play in providing positive 
opportunities for youth outside school attendance hours. 

“ Sixty percent of North Dakota children who completed the Youth Risk 
Behavior Survey in 1999 reported using alcohol during the past month, 
while 46% reported heavy episodic drinking, and 48% reported riding 
with a drinking driver. These data rank North Dakota above national 
averages for dnnking habits ("1999 Youth Risk Behavior Survey," 2000). 
They also suggest the need for earlier attention to prevention activities 
during the critical years leading up to adolescence (Bames-O'Connor, 
1999). 

» The percentage of both male and female students in grades 9-12 report- 
ing that they have ever had sex decreased slightly between 1995 and 
1999 ("1999 Youth Risk Behavior Survey," 2000). Research indicates 
that both abstinence and contraception use have contributed to recent 
declines in the national teen pregnancy rate, and strategies to reduce teen 
pregnancy should include both approaches (Terry and Manlove, 2000).

The term does not 
apply to children who are socially malad- 
justed unless it’s determined they have a 
serious emotional disturbance. Speech 
Impaired refers to a communication 
disorder such as stuttering, impaired 
articulation, a language impairment, or a 
voice impairment that adversely affects a 
child’s educational performance. Specific 
Learning Disability refers to a disorder in 
one or more of the basic psychological 
processes involved in understanding or in 
using language, spoken or written, that may 
manifest itself in an imperfect ability to 
listen, think, speak, read, write, spell, or do 
mathematical calculations. The term 
includes such conditions as perceptual 
disabilities, brain injury, minimal brain 
dysfunction, dyslexia, and developmental 
aphasia. The term does not apply to 
children who have learning problems that 
are primarily the result of visual, hearing, 
or motor disabilities, of mental retardation, 
of emotional disturbance, or of environ- 
mental, cultural, or economic disadvantage. 
Educable Mentally Handicapped refers to 
significantly subaverage general intellectual 
functioning existing with additional deficits 
in motor, emotional, and social develop- 
ment.

This process allows for the assessment of 
present safety to the child(ren) and the risk 
of future maltreatment, while simulta- 
neously noting family strengths and needs. 
These strengths along with any necessary 
service interventions may lead to the 
amelioration of child maltreatment within a 
particular family. The Child Protective 
Services (CPS) social workers use a Risk 
Assessment tool to help direct the interven- 
tion and assessment process, CPS teams 
convene to staff all cases and determine if 
1) services are required or 2) no services 
are required. Services Required indicates a 
high level of risk for the child(ren), and/or 
the family needs are such that immediate 
service is required in order to lessen the 
safety risk. North Dakota Century Code 
requires a referral to Juvenile Court when a 
decision is made for Services Required, and 
a social worker (case manager) must be 
assigned to coordinate services. If no 
services are required, the team may indicate 
Services Recommended or No Services 
Recommended, Services Recommended 
indicates a low to intermediate risk level 
for the child(ren) and the family has service 
needs, but court action will not be re- 
quested at the time of the decision. No 
Services Recommended indicates 1) no to 
low risk for the child(ren) and/or 2) the CPS 
team suggests a discussion with the family

Juvenile Court Referrals, 1998 include 
children ages 1 0 and older who were 
referred to court and whose cases were 
disposed of in 1 998, There is no percent- 
age calculated for the main indicator. The 
percentages for the subcategories - Unruly 
Behavior, Offenses Against Person, and 
Offenses Against Property - represent the 
proportion of total Juvenile Court referrals 
in respective geographic areas. The main 
indicator represents total referrals, while 
the subcategories represent the leading 
causes of referral. Therefore, the subcat- 
egories do not equal the total number of 
referrals reported in the main indicator. 
Referrals are cases that have been referred 
to Juvenile Court, and can be made by 
police, parents, school teacher/officials, or 
other sources. A single juvenile may have 
multiple referrals. These referrals exclude 
cases involving abandonment, abuse/ 
neglect, deprivation, file 960 (when no 
further action is recommended), educa- 
tional neglect, other or no fault depriva- 
tions, termination of parental rights, or 
other special proceedings. Unruly 
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Behavior includes possession or purchase 
of alcoholic beverages, runaway in and out 
of state, truancy, ungovernable behavior, 
violation of conditions for conduct and 
control, violation of curfew, and other 
unruly behavior. Offenses Against Person 
include assault, homicide, kidnaping or 
unlawful restraint, sex offenses, and other 
offenses against person. Offenses Against 
Property include arson or endangering by 
fire, burglary, criminal mischief or 
damaging property, criminal trespass, 
forgery and counterfeiting, robbery, 
shoplifting, theft (other than shoplifting), 
unauthorized use of vehicle, and other 
offenses against property. To maintain 
consistency with the reporting procedures 
of the State Court Administrator’s Office, 
Juvenile Court referral data in this year's 
publication reflect cases that were "dis- 
posed of in a particular year, as opposed to 
cases "referred" in a particular year. 
Previous North Dakota KIDS COUNT! 
publications focused on cases "referred" in 
a particular year; therefore, comparisons 
with these data should not be made.

Juvenile Arrests for Liquor Law 
Violations, 1998 are the number of 
children under age 1 8 who violate state or 
local liquor laws. This figure excludes 266 
liquor law arrests made by the North 
Dakota Highway Patrol where the county 
of arrest was not reported. The percentage 
is the proportion these arrests represent of 
total juvenile arrests in respective geo- 
graphic areas (There are 34 1 arrests which 
are not counted as part of total juvenile 
arrests because the county where they 
occurred was not reported by the North 
Dakota Highway Patrol or other agencies 
making the arrest). Arrests are reported to 
the Uniform Crime Reporting system. This 
is a voluntary reporting system, and not all 
agencies report to the UCR. Five counties 
did not report their arrest data to the UCR: 
Benson, Billings, Griggs, Sioux, and 
Steele. This does not mean that there were 
no juvenile arrests for liquor law violations 
in these counties. The offenses in this 
category include: minor in possession, 
minor in a liquor establishment, minor 
attempting to purchase alcohol, contribut- 
iig to the delinquency of a minor, and 
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miscellaneous other violations related to 
alcohol, excluding driving under the 
influence and open container.

Children Ages 16-19 Not Enrolled in 
High School, Not High School Gradu- 
ates, and Not in the Labor Force, 1990 

measures the number of children in this age 
category who have not completed high 
school and are not enrolled at a given point 
in time; nor are they in the labor force at a 
given point in time. The percentage is the 
proportion these children represent of the 
total child population ages 16-19 in 
respective geographic areas.

Persons Under Age 21 Receiving Both 
AFDC/TANF Grant & Medicaid (FYs 
1996, 1997, 1998) are the number of 
children who are eligible recipients of Aid 
to Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC) and automatically eligible for 
Medicaid. The percentages are the 
proportion these children represent of the 
total child population under age 21. Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children is an 
entitlement program that provides a 
monthly payment to parents or guardians 
on behalf of children who are defined as 
"dependent." AFDC is funded by both the 
federal and state governments and is 
administered by the state. Children must 
be found eligible to receive such assistance, 
by criteria laid down in federal and state 
law. Eligible are: needy children who 
have been deprived of support or care 
because of death, continued absence from 
the home, underemployment or unemploy- 
ment of principal wage earner, or physical 
or mental handicap. Effective July 1, 1997, 
Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
was replaced by Temporary Assistance for 
Needy Families . TANF is a need-based 
income assistance program for families 
with children under age 1 8 who need 
financial support because one parent is 
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absent from the home; one parent is 
incapacitated; family income is within the 
program standards; and countable assets are 
within the program limits. TANF is not an 
entitlement program, and adult TANF 
recipients are limited to a lifetime total of 
benefits of no more than 60 months; 
however, the 60 months do not have to be 
consecutive months. Children who have 
received TANF benefits for 60 months may 
receive benefits when they are adults. 
Medicaid : See below for a complete 
definition of the Medicaid program.

Persons Under Age 21 Receiving 
Medicaid Only (FYs 1996, 1997, 1998) 
are the number of children who are eligible 
recipients of Medicaid, and who are not 
receiving an AFDC/TANF grant. The 
percentages are the proportion these 
children represent of the total child 
population under age 21 in respective 
geographic areas. Medicaid is a federally 
funded entitlement program available to 
eligible children based upon need. It is 
designed to assist individuals and families 
who do not have enough income to obtain 
health care. Medicaid is authorized by 
Title XIX, a 1965 amendment to the federal 
Social Security Act. Eligible persons 
include those receiving AFDC or SSI 
payments; those terminated by AFDC and 
in transition for 4-12 months; elderly, 
blind, or disabled people with low incomes; 
persons institutionalized, in foster homes, 
and certain adoptive children; and pregnant 
women with children to age 6. Medicaid 
differs from Medicare, which is a federally 
funded program for the elderly and 
disabled only.

Children Receiving Free or Reduced- 
Price Lunch (1996-97, 1997-98, 1998-99 
Academic Years) are the number of 
children receiving free or reduced-price 
lunch at their schools. The percentages are 
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the proportion these children represent of 
total public school enrollment in respective 
geographic areas. Children who participate 
in school-based nutrition programs receive 
reduced-price or free lunch at their schools 
(they may also receive reduced-price or 
free breakfast and/or milk). To receive a 
reduced-price meal, household income 
must be below 185% of the federal poverty 
threshold, as defined by the U.S. Office of 
Management and Budget. To receive a free 
meal, household income must be below 
1 30% of the federal poverty threshold. 
Children in food stamp or AFDC families 
are automatically eligible for free school 
meals. Families who receive commodity 
assistance through food distribution 
programs on Native American reservations 
are also automatically eligible for free 
school meals.

Mothers Receiving Inadequate Prenatal 
Care ( 1996, 1997, 1998) is the number of 
infants bom to mothers who received 
inadequate prenatal care. The percentages 
are the proportion these infants represent of 
total live births in respective geographic 
areas. These data are calculated by using 
both an infant's gestational age at birth and 
the number of prenatal visits completed by 
the mother at the time of birth: a) gesta- 
tional age 14-21 weeks with no prenatal 
visits; b) gestational age 22-29 weeks with 
one or fewer visits; c) gestational age 30-3 1 
weeks with two or fewer prenatal visits; d) 
gestational age 32-33 weeks with three or 
fewer prenatal visits; e) gestational age 34+ 
weeks with 4 or fewer prenatal visits. 
"Adequate prenatal care" denotes women 
who began their prenatal care in the first 
four months of pregnancy and, given the 
age of gestation at birth, made at least 80% 
of the recommended physician or clinic 
visits prior to delivery.

Deaths of Infants Under Age One (1996, 
1997, 1998) are the number of deaths 
occurring for infants under age one, as 
recorded on death certificates.

Data are reported by the 
infant's county of residence, rather than the 
location of death.

Deaths of Children Ages 1-19 (1996,

residence, rather than the location of death.

Children Receiving Food Stamps (FYs 
1996, 1997, 1998) are the number of 
children under age 18 who are eligible 
recipients of Food Stamps, including 
migrant children. The percentages are the 
proportion these children represent of the 
total child population under age 1 8 in 
respective geographic areas. The Food 
Stamp Program is a uniform, nationwide 
program to supplement the nutritional 
needs of people whose income is at or 
below the poverty level. Households must 
meet eligibility requirements. An indi- 
vidual household's food stamp allotment is 
equal to the maximum allotment for that 
household's size, less thirty percent of the 
household's net income.

High School Dropouts Grades 9-12 
(1996-97, 1997-98, 1998-99 Academic

children represent of total school enroll- 
ment for grades 9-12 in respective 
geographic areas. This number reflects 
dropout events during a given school year; 
it does nm reflect the success rate for high 
school students, or the proportion of 
students who actually graduate four years 
after they begin high school.

Victims of Child Abuse and Neglect (FYs

child victims of abuse and neglect, where 
services were either required or recom- 
mended. (See the definition of "Child 
Abuse and Neglect Reports" on page 155 
for a detailed explanation of service 
categories.) The percentages are the 
proportion these children represent of the 
total child population under age 1 8 in 
respective geographic areas.

The percentages are the 
proportion these children represent of the 
total child population between ages 10-17 
in respective geographic areas. It should be 
noted that these cases represent an 
unduplicated count of juveniles and not a 
duplicate count of referrals. These referrals 
exclude cases involving abandonment, 
abuse/neglect, deprivation, file 960 (when 
no further action is recommended), 
educational neglect, other or no fault 
deprivation, termination of parental rights, 
or other special proceedings. To maintain 
consistency with the reporting procedures 
of the State Court Administrator’s Office, 
Juvenile Court referral data in this 
publication reflect cases that were "dis- 
posed of in a particular year, as opposed to 
cases "referred" in a particular year.

® Formatted data to answer the most 
pressing questions for Fact Book 
users and established a baseline for 
North Dakota child well-being data. 

® Worked with national data consult- 
ants to ensure that North Dakota 
KIDS COUNT! data are reported in 
the most accurate and understandable 
manner. 

® Instituted the capacity for comparison 
of child well-being indicators over 
time through trend data. 



Education 

• Created a North Dakota KTOS COUNT! 
curriculum for use by Extension 
Educators in reaching community 
audiences in counties across the state 
with information about issues affecting 
the children in their respective communi- 
ties. Reached over 5,000 people through 
the work of Extension Educators. 

® Supplied data and analysis for over 600 
data requests to the North Dakota KIDS 
COUNT! office. Disseminated North 
Dakota KIDS COUNT! Fact Books to a 
broad audience.

Child Watch visitations are 
geared toward putting faces behind 
statistics about children's needs 
through community field trips to 
settings where children's needs are 
best illustrated.

• Coordinated donations from national 
children's organizations to North 
Dakota children impacted by flooding 
and the current rural crisis. 
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The Future 

North Dakota KIDS COUNT! looks 
forward to continued partnerships with 
the Annie E. Casey Foundation, the 
Dakota Medical Foundation, and the 
North Dakota Children’s Services 
Coordinating Committee in promoting 
the well-being of North Dakota children. 
The North Dakota KIDS COUNT! Fact 
Book will continue to be published on 
an annual basis, and the capacity to 
share North Dakota KIDS COUNT! data 
electronically is currently being devel- 
oped. New educational tools for use by 
Extension Educators in reaching 
community audiences are being devel- 
oped, and the North Dakota KIDS 
COUNT! curriculum is being updated. 
Collaboration with other rural states in 
seeking new ways to identify the 
challenges impacting children and 
families in rural areas will continue. It is 
anticipated that this effort will identify 
data which could greatly enhance the 
capacity to tailor resources to the needs 
of North Dakota children and families.
